NEW PRODUCTS 


During the last several months we have 
seen some new items of interest to the 
handloader and bench rest competitor. 
The first we would like to tell you about 
is a match bullet die set package, com- 
plete with press. This is offered by Ferris 
Pindall. 

The press, first of all, is the RCBS 
Rockchucker that is reworked with 
special tooling which Ferris has 
developed to insure alignment of all 
parts of the press. The importance of this 
has been pointed out in these pages in 
the past. Reloading presses are fine for 
their intended purpose, but if we are to 
obtain the very best bullet from precision 
bullet making dies, the press should 
have all alignment error eliminated. The 
basic Rockchucker press is more than 
adequate to take the high pressures 
which are present when making larger 
caliber bullets as in the case of .30 cali- 
ber. 

The dies are massive. The press is 
threaded 1 1/4 — 12 and normally has an 
adapter which screws into the top of the 
press to reduce diameter to 7/8’’ — 14 
for standard reloading and bullet dies. 
Ferris has made the dies 1 1/4” in 
diameter to thread into the press without 
an adapter. This makes a mighty hefty 
die. 

Finish throughout the die set, inside 
and out, is tops. This is a quality found in 
all Pindell products. The current price 
for the press and die package is $385.00. 
Here is a chance for those who want to 
get into bullet making to start at a very 
acceptable price for this quality of die.

At Super Shoot IV we had a chance to 
take a good look at the Lyman 25X 
LWBR scope. This is the finest glass that 
| have ever seen in Lyman’s target 
scopes. The cross hair and image 
reached right out and grabbed us at 100 
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and 200 yards, with everyting up the tube 
crisp and clear. The weight is down for 
easy acceptance on 10 1/2 Ib. rifles. This 
look-see was a nice experience. It is a 
fine addition to the Lyman line. For those 
that are thinking about a 25X scope, take 
a good look at this one before making 
your final selection. And remember, for a 
fair evaluation of any scope, assure 
yourself that the eye piece is properly 
adjusted for your eyes before passing 
final judgement. Write Lyman Products 
for Shooters, Route 147, Middlefield, 
Conn.

For the handloader that would like to 
have the convenience and flexibility for 
reloading with a hand die (sometimes 
referred to as a knock-out die) but finds 
the cost of a custom hand die to be more 
than the traffic can bear, Seely Masker 
has a conversion kit which turns aRCBS 
neck sizing die into a knock-out die. 
This, with a hand primer, and bullet seat- 
ing die such as that available from L. E. 
Wilson, Inc. makes possible loading at 
the range. A handy procedure when 
working with new loads on the range. 
Seely’s kit is much like the die set-up we 
used for several years when we first en- 
tered bench competition. This kit can be 
moved from one die to another. It can 
turn any caliber neck sizing die into a 
hand die. 

The kit consists of two top guide bush- 
ings, a lock ring, a threaded base, two 
sizes of knock-out decapping pins and a 
die assembly deprimer base. 

Briefly, it works like this. The neck siz- 
ing die is stripped of all parts down to 
the basic die body. The proper size 
guide bushing is screwed tightly into the 
top of the die; The lock ring is screwed 
up onto the 7/8’ — 14 thread of the die, 
followed by the base. How far this base 
is screwed on the die controls the 
amount of neck sizing that will take 
place. The lock ring is screwed back 
down against the base tightly and 
locked with an allen wrench which is 


furnished. The proper knock-out and 
decapping pin is selected and it is ready 
to go. The fired case is driven into the 
die with a soft faced hammer until the 
head is flush with the base. This sizes 
the neck. The knockout pin is struck to 
deprime the case and drive the case 
from the die. If a primer is reluctant to 
come out, the die assembly is placed on 
the depriming base and tapped to drive 
out the primer. The case is then driven 
out, ready for reloading. 

We tried this kit on a .222 Mag neck 
sizing die and found it did the job. We 
could process cases at about every five 
seconds or so. This is a completely 
satisfactory method for the bench rest 
competitor. The trueness of the neck siz- 
ing depending on the trueness of the 
die. 

Other makes of neck sizing reload 
dies can be used with this kit providing 
the top bushing is threaded 3/8’ — 24 or 
7/16’’ — 20. The current price of the kit is 
$20.00. 

Seely also has available a bolt stop 
plunger assembly to eliminate the need 
for a screw driver when removing the 
bolt from Remington 600 series actions 
and will also fit other Remington actions. 
Two sizes are available, one for the stan- 
dard action and a longer version for 
these actions if they have been sleeved. 
The normal bolt stop assembly is 
removed from the action, a hole is drilled 
and tapped in the side of the action. The 
plunger assembly (Seely calls it a 
“Presto”’ bolt stop) is installed. To insert 
or remove the bolt, the nicely anodized 
plunger is pulled outward and the bolt 
installed or removed. A spring in the as- 
sembly holds the plunger inward. 

This should be installed by someone 
qualified to drill and tap a properly lo- 
cated and straight hole. A drill press is a 
must. Price is $12.00. For full details, 
write Seely Masker, 261 Washington 
Ave., Pleasantville, N.Y. 10570.

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Making “Sunshades” for Target Telescopes

Mailing tubes are available in a wide 
range of diameters and weights. One 
use to which they may be put by the 
shooter is for the fabrication of a first 
class ‘‘sunshade’’ for a high-X 
telescopic rifle sight. | made two such 
shades, and find them highly satis- 
factory. 

The first was made for a1 1/2’ - 16X 
Unertl. A mailing tube for a British Ley- 
land calendar was encountered which, 
by happy coincidence, was a snug slid- 
ing fit on the forward lens housing of the 
big Unertl. A length was cut from this 
tube equal to the distance from the rear 
of the scope’s objective housing to the 
rifle’s muzzle, when the scope was 
mounted in its usual position. 

The inside of the tube was spray 
painted from both ends with flat black 
paint. A piece of brown paper was cut 
from a paper sack, ironed smooth, and 
rolled around the tube. Removed again, 
it was cut to give about a 1” overlap 
around the tube, and about the same 
amount of overhang at each end of the 
tube. The brown paper was then wrap- 
ped tightly around the mailing tube, and 
taped in place with 3M Scotch brand 
“Magic” mending tape. 

The overhang was tucked inside the 
ends of the tube. Lengths of 3/4’’ mask- 
ing tape, inserted on the tips of two 
fingers, were used to anchor the paper 
to the inside of the tube at each end. 
This completed the first sunshade. 

Later, a 20X Lyman LWBR was ac- 
quired, and mounted on a light barreled 
6mm. The need for a second sunshade 
became apparent. A 1 3/4” Lyman AA 
Stubby scope shade ($3.00) was ordered 
from Saunder’s Gun and Machine Shop 
(145 Delhi Road, Manchester, lowa 
52057). A long mailing tube was found, 
with an inside diameter slightly larger 
than the stubby shade’s outside 
diameter, (1.65’° compared to 1.58’’). 
This sunshade was made in the same 
manner as the first, except that the 
brown paper covering was made large 
enough to give about 3 full wraps of the 
tube, and about a 2” overhang on the 
scope end. When this overhang was 
turned under, it took up all the slack be- 
tween the stubby shade and the mailing 
tube. | was somewhat worried that 
there'd be some slop in this arrange- 
ment, but there is virtually none: when 
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the completed shade was slipped in 
place and the rifle viewed from the bot- 
tom (i.e. in the direction of floor plate to 
scope), the barrel and scope shade ap- 
peared to be in perfect alignment. 


These two sunshades have given 
good service for many months, and 
should last indefinitely. 

Mailing tubes may be obtained from 
printing shops and drafting and 
engineering supply outlets. Look in the 


yellow pages under ‘‘Printers’’ and also 
“‘Engineers’ Supplies.’’ Take your scope 
along (detached from the rifle of course), 
or measure it beforehand and take a 
caliper with you. Select a mailing tube of 
a diameter close to your requirement — 
a few wraps of paper will take up the 
slack very nicely. 

Mailing tubes are also available in 
larger diameters (up to 6 or 8’) and of 
very heavy construction. A 3 1/2” i.d. 
tube of this type was used as the basis 
for a case for the big Unertl, but that’s 
another story...

Reloder 7 


Reintroduced by popular request last 
year Hercules Powder Company appears 
to have revitalized a winner. Discon- 
tinued some years ago, the new RL-7 
should fill a gap on the powder choices 
of the accuracy conscious shooter and 
reloader. 

Lacking previous experience with the 
old RL-7 | am unable to speak with 
authority about the comparison. Those 
who have used both, however, tell me 
that there is no accuracy difference be- 
tween the two lots.

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They also report that the ballistic 
capability has not changed appreciably. 
Several shooters told me that they were 
able to use the same loading data as 
they did with the older powder. Others 
revealed that they felt the new powder to 
be a bit faster burning than the previous 
production. 

In either case we do not recommend 
that you substitute data at random. Exer- 
cise customary caution and reduce 
loads by about 5% for initial testing. In- 
crease as necessary till accuracy is ob- 
tained or pressure indicators reveal too 
much has been added. 

Hercules publishes a data sheet which 
is available with each can purchased. 
This sheet cautions that all data pre- 
vious to October 1, 1975 be destroyed 
and the new data used exclusively. That 
is sound advice. 

The new data sheet lists loads from 
the .222 up to the 458 Winchester. 
Though none of the data is for target 
loadings it will give relative starting 
points for most calibers. 

As this is being written, late July, | 
have been testing this powder in a .222 
Remington. Loads have been tried up to 
22 gr. with 53 gr. bullets. The best load- 
ing appears to be in the range of 20.0 to 
21.5 gr. 

At the Benchrest and Experimental 
Championships | borrowed a rifle to 
compete and the load was 20.5 gr. of 
RL-7 and either Sierra 52 gr. bullets or 
the new Hart bullets in the same weight. 
Had | been able to do my part, | am sure 
the load-rifle combination had winning 
potential. | simply did not do it justice 
that weekend. 

Presently reports reveal that RL-7 has 
been tried in the PPC and the 222 
Remington Magnum as well as the 6x47. 
Not having tried this | am reluctant to 
reveal numbers. Perhaps further testing 
will reveal more information here. 

Shooter acceptance to date has been 
outstanding. Perhaps this is the best 
product test of all.
